Anti-Lynching Measure Receives No 
Support. 


TEST CASE IN ORANGEBURG 


Jury Sitting in Damage Suit Case 
Denied Lynching Occurred. 


JUDGE'S CHARGE PRACTICALLY IGNORED 


Motion for New Trial in Isaac Brown 
Case Will Be Entered, but Its 
Failure Is Assured. 


Charleston, S. C., September 27.—The 
anti-lynching law of this state, making 
the county responsible for damages to the 
family of the victim, has received another 
black eye. 

On January 4, 1897, Isaac Brown, a ne- 
gro, was found hanging to the railroad 
crossing stile at Stillton, Orangeburg 
county, his neck broken and his body 
riddled with ‘bullets. Brown's father 
brought suit against the county for dam- 
ages last year, but the jury promptly 
brought in a verdict for the county. 

The verdict was set aside by Judge 
Gage and another trial of the same case 
has been had this week, and another ver- 
dict rendered for the county of Orange- 
burg. 

The defense offered no testimony, rely- 
ing upon the failure to prove a lynching, 
which they contended required the con- 
currence of a mob or a multitude of per- 
sons. Buchanan, the presiding judge, 
charged the jury that a lynching might be 
committed by a mob or by any person or 


| persons, but the charge — to have 


had no effect on the jury. 


SMALL BOYS ARE AFTER TEDDY 


No Violence Attempted, but the Gov- 
ernor Is Interrupted. 

Pueblo. Col., September 27.—When the 
special train bearing the Roosevelt party 
arrived here this evening the station was 
crowded with people to see the governor. 
Three evening meetings were held and all 
of them were attended by large audiences. 
During the day at various stopping 
places the crowds were remarkably large 


and an unugual interest attended the 


meetings. 
At Canon City another organized at- 
tempt was made by a small minority to 


interrupt the proceedings. This mob was 
composed mostly of boys, with a few 
men who shouted for Bryan and cheered 
so as to interrupt the speakers. One 
of the youngsters, being asked why he 
was acting so disorderly, stated that he 
was hired to do so. They wore unl- 
form caps and acted in concert,

CHAFFEE TQ REDUCE FORCE 


Acting Secretary of State Hill Is 
Now Making a Full Draft of the 
Answers and Instructions. 
Powers Join Invitation 
to Empress Dowager. 


Washington, September 7.—MiInister 
Conger has been advfsed by the state de- 
partment of the substance of the replies 
made by this government last Friday to 
the governments of Germany, Russia and 
China respecting China, which clearly in- 
dicated to him the general nature of the 
instructions he is to receive. Moreover 
by this time he is informed of the orders 
issued to General Chaffee to reduce his 
force to a legation guard. The note to 
China specifically pointed out the lines 
on which this government will issue iis 
instructions to its minister. The docu- 
ment itself is in course of final approval, 
Acting Secretary Hill having completed 
the draft some days ago and forwarded it 
to the president. It was the belief of the 
state department late this afternoon that 
the actual transmission of the instruc- 
tions would be carried out very soon, prob- 
ably within the next twelve hours. It is 
said that the text of the instructions wil] 
not be given publicity at present for diplo- 
matic reasons, but there fs no concealment 
of the general scope of the document.

Long Drawn Out Evidence Again Taken 
Up in New York. 


R. F. WESTCOTT TESTIFIES 


Captain Carter’s Father in Law Tells 
of His Interests. 


DEFENSE WILL BEGIN AT ONCE 


Attempt Is Made To Show That West- 
cott Was Connected with the 
Greene-Gaynor Conspiracy. 


New York, September 27.—Hearing in 
the matter of Benjamin D. Greene, John 
F., E. H. and W. T..Gaynor, indicted in 
Georgia for complicity in the O. M. 
Carter conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government in the Savannah har- 
bor improvement works, was resumed to- 
day befoge United States Commissioner 
Shields. The hearing is on the applica- 
tion for the removal of the defendants 
to the jurisdiction of the Georgia federa! 
courts. 

When the adjournment was _ taken 
August 13th the defense reserved the 
right to recall Robert F. Westcott, Cap- 
tain @arter’s father in law, for cross-ex- 
amination before opening their side of 
the case. 

On his direct examination Mr. Westcott 
testified that during the two years from 
1890 to 1892 he had given Carter's wife, 
his daughter, about $5,000 a year as an 
allowance, and that during the same time 
Carter hiad given him securities amount- 
ing to over $400,000 to hold for him. The 
theory of the government was that these 
securities represented the share of Cap- 
tain Carter in the Gaynor-Greene con- 
tracts. 

His Connection with Carter. 


Mr. Westcott on taking the stand was 
asked about his present financial inter- 
est in the Westcott Express Company 
and in the Union and American News 
companies Objection was made and 
sustained. Mr. Westcott said his busi- 
ness with those com#anies prior to 189 
brought him into contact with many 
prominent railroad men. He retired 
from active business some time in 1890. 


He first met Captain Carter in Savannah 


in 1889. He was always on friendly terms 
with him and his wife. His friendly inti- 
macy with Carter existed until 1897, but 
did not now exist. 

Mr. Westcott told of meeting Captain 
Carter in Scotland in 189 and in Wash- 
ington in 1897. He went to Washington 
in response to a telegram from Captain 
Carter. 

The witness, replying to questions, told 
of his several meetings with Benjamin 
D. Greene. He also met John F. Gaynor 


several times, but knew him very slight- | 
ly. On one occasion Gaynor handed him | 
$10,000 at Captain Carter’s request. Com- |

Mr. Westcott said that all his 
transactions on the stock a were 
done through Reid & Flagg and C. H. 
Vandeventer. He was a silent partner 
with Vandeventer for a year, he said. 

After Mr. Westcott had identified copies 
of the powers of attorney he gave Cap- 
tain Carter when he went to Europe in 
1895 and 1897. and several letters from 
himself to Captain Carter written at 
different times between 1//1 and 1896, the 
hearing was adjourned until tomorrow 
morning.

Bryan Covers Nearly Two Hundred 
Miles During the Day. 


Dakota City, Neb., September 27.—Mr. 
Bryan arrived here at -7:30 tonight and 
spoke in the courthouse yard. He made 
three speeches during the day, traveled 
almost forty miles by carriage and 150 
miles by rail. From Papillion he drove 
to Blatr, thirty miles, making speeches 
at Hiiliard and Bennington. He did not 
speak more than five minutes at each 
place. At Blair there was a large as- 
semblage. Mr. Bryan had only a little 
more than one hour for his talk and ran 
hurriedly over the principal issues of 
the campaign, giving especial attention 
to trusts and imperialism, He contended 
that the tendency of the trusts was to 
increase the price of all articles of con- 
sumption used by the farmer, while they 
did nothing to produce increase in the 
products of the farm. White he was 
talking about the price of oats some one 
asked about thg price of hogs, and he 
replied: > 

“T had expected such a question, The 
republicans claim the credit for every rise 
in price, no matter what the cause, and 
shirk the responsibility for every reduc- 
tion, no matter how directly it may be 
traced to the republican party’s instru- 
mentality.’’

Row Starts in Courtroom—Renewed 
on the Street.

“T cannot too earnestly express my 
appreciation of this manifestation of the 
confidence reposed in me by your com- 
mittee and the great constituency you 
represent.

“Existing conditions abroad now chal- 
lenge our serious thought, whether we 
will or no. Spain has been conquered 
and the ‘pacification of Cuba’—the de- 
clared purpose of the war—secured. And 
yet we find ourselves still engaged in war; 
a war, too, on our former allies tn our 
rene: with Spain. It is a war against 

people 8,000 miles distant, and of whom, 
until recent years, we had scarcely heard. 
It is an expensive war, having already 
cost nearly two hundred millions in 
money and thousands of valuable lives. 
The question to be answered by each 
American voter now and in November is: 
Why this war? What is to be our justi- 
fication at the bar of history? 

“All mere words and glorifications of 

the flag aside, the sad fact remains that 
it is purely.a war of conquest; a war of 
subjugation against a people who, as has 
been eloquently said, ‘in their struggle 
for independence have interposed the 
declaration of Jefferson as a_ shield 
against the attacks of his own country- 
men. 
“Sixty thousand soldiers are now in the 
Philippine islands; how much greater 
will be the sacrifice of treasure and hu- 
man life before the conquest is completed 
no man can know. And when completed, 
what next? How are these islands to 
be held and governed? Does any sane 
man doubt that it can only be by force— 
by the power of the army and the navy? 
And this not for a day or a year, but 
for all time. All this ’tmples the exercise 
of power unknown to the constitution. It 
is in very truth government outside of 
the constitution. It means the adoption 
by the American public of the colonial 
methods of European monarchies. It 
means the right to hold alien peoples as 
subjects. It enthrones force as the con- 
trolling agency in government. In a 
word, it foreshadows the empire. 

‘More than this, following close in 
the wake of imperialism, as the night 
the day, comes the immense standing 
army. The dread arm of militarism is 
to be made bare in the new world as it 
is in the old. The strong arm of power 
is to be substituted for ‘the peaceful 
agencies which, for more than a century, 
have brought contentment and happiness 
to all our peoplé. Existing conditions in 
continental urope—entailing taxation 
and misery to the verge of human endur- 
ance, illustrate by a sad object lesson 
the inevitable rcpult of large standing 
armies in time of peace. 

Conditions now existing in the Philip- 
pine islands, for which we are in a meas- 
ure responsible, impose new duties upon 
us. These people are entitled to our pro- 
tection ~ gee the cupidity and aggres- 
sive spirit of other nation’s. And this, 
not to the end of subjugation upon our 
part, but to that of the full enjoyment

GALVESTON FAST IMPROVING. 


Governor Sayers Visits the City and 
Makes Inspection. 

Austin, Tex., September 27.—Returning 
this morning from Galveston, Governor 
Sayers reported conditions in that city 
as greatly improved. The relief commit- 
tee is doing excellent work and the people 
generally talk hopefully. There were 


about 1,700 men at work clearing away 
the debris on Wednesday. It is his opin- 
ion that it will require 3,000 men, with an 
addition of 1,00 men, to remove all de- 
bris occasioned by the storm within the 
next thirty days. This, however, is but 
an estimate and it may require a longer 
time. Means have been provided for 
prompt payment in cash for each day’s 
work and no man is asked or required 
to work without full compensation in 
money. The supplies are being systemat- 
ically distributed only to those who have 
suffered from the storm and are helpless, 
the policy being to pay those who are 
strong and willing to work and to help 
only those who are infirm and needy and 
cannot provide for themselves. 

Commerce is being resumed and on 
Wednesday the governor saw several 
large ships loaded with grain and cotton. 
The governor adds that it is impossible 
for him to commend the people of Gal- 
veston too highly for their fortitude, self- 
reliance, energy and devotion to the pub- 
lic welfare under such trying circum- 
stances. j 

Coming through Houston the governor 
remained there several hours and found 
that the work of the relief committee was 
being admirably done and that the la- 
dies’ relief committee had so far perform- 
ed its duties as to justly entitle them to 
the very highest praise. The governor 
states that it is not in his power to prop- 
erly and sufficiently express his admira- 
tion of the conduct of the ladies of Hous- 
ton in relieving the storm sufferers.

Speaker Henderson’s Bad Break in 
McKinley Eulogy—Senator Wel- 
lington “Says Michigan Is 
Democratic—Discusses 
Conditions There.

Washington, September 27.—(Special.)— 
The republican speaker of the house of 
representatives, General David B. Henr- 
derson, in a recent speech at Chicago de- 
clared that he supported President Me- 
Kinley and favored his re-election ‘“‘be- 
cause McKinley is strictly following the 
ideas and policy of Alexander Hamil- 
ton.”’ 

Then General Henderson, who was born 
in Scotland and came by his imperial- 
istic ideas honestly, went into ecstacies 
in his tribute to the wisdom of Alexan- 
der Har@gilton. Lesser orators doing busi- 
ness for the republican ticket have fol- 
lowed Hegfiderson’s example in lauding 
McKinley as a second Hamilton, with- 
out apparently taking the trouble to see 
what they were indorsing. 

The simile seems a correct one, though 
the republicans on investigation may not 
be so enthusiastic in its indorsement—in 
advance of the election. 

What Hamilton Advocated. 

Alexander Hamilton believed in fixing 
the term of office of the president for 
life. It was in advocacy of this idea 
that he delfvered one of his most famous 
speeches. That was before the federal 
convention at Philadelphia on June 138, 
1787. In the course of this speech he 
said: 


“TI belleve the British government forms 
the best model the world has ever pro- 
duced. 

“All comunities divide themselves into 
the few and the many. The first are the 
rich and well born, the others the mass 
of the people. 

‘‘The people are turbulent and changing. 
They seldom judge or determine rightly. 
Give, therefore, the first class a distinct 
and permanent share in the government. 

‘Nothing but a permanent body can 
check the impudence of democracy. 
Their turbulent and uneontrolable dispo- 
sition requires checks. 

“It is admitted you cannot have a good 
executive upon a democratic plan. See 
the excellency of the British executive. 
Nothing short of such an executive can 
be efficient. 

“The voice of the people is said to be 
a voice of God, but this maxim is not 
rue. 

“A democratic government of the mass 
of the people can never be good. 

“The British executive is above tempta- 
tion—he can have no distinct interest 
from the public welfare. Nothing short 
of such an executive can be efficient.”’ 


There are republicans who would not 
indorse those sentiments today, but 
doubtless they suit the ideas of Hanna, 
McKinley and the white house coterie 
perfectly. They have the enthusiastic 
indorsement of the republican who holds 
the second highest position in the fed- 
eral government, the speaker of the 
house of representatives. 

It is worth the country’s while noting 
what Hamiltonianism is and just what 
this second Hamilton stands for. 

Michigan Democratic. 

Senator Wellington has returned to his 
home at Cumberland after his campaign- 
ing tour in Michigan. The senator is in 
excellent trim and excellent _ spirits, 


though he went through with some rather 


arduous campaigning, and he talks en- 
thusiastically over the outlook. He 
made speeches at all the principal cities 
of the state and was given a rousing 
welcome, especially by the Germans and 
Hollanders. In discussing the outlook, 
Senator Wellington said: 

“Beyond question the gold democrats 
of Michigan have returned to the demo- 
cratic party. I do not believe that 5 per 
cent of them could be found outside. On 
the other hand, the issues of imperialism 
and trusts, especially the former, have 
caused large defections from the re- 
publican ranks. -Among the most active 
and enthusiastic workers for Mr. Bryan's 
election are men who have been life long 
republicans and who are now earnestly 
and actively engaged in the propaganda 
against McKinley and imperialism. Never 
before in matters political have such ear- 
nestness and patriotic devotion been 
manifested. This may be said of every 
class of voters, but especially so of the 
Hollanders and Germans. 

“The Hollanders have been republicans 
almost to a unit. Yet at the meeting at 
Grand Rapids about two thousand Hol- 
landers were present. Among them were 
several hundred union veterans, who at 
the close of my speech arose in a body, 
inspiring the whole meetihg with ap- 
plause and enthusiasm and evincing their 
entire accord with the denunciation of 
imperial policy and appeal for Bryan 
and ‘constitutional government.

New Field for Southern Industry. 

Investigations made by American 
representatives in Europe show new 
possibilities for the southern producers 
in that direction. 

Vice Consul General Hanauer, who 
is stationed at Frankfort, has made 
an interesting report to the state de- 
partment showing the possibilities for 
the sale of tomatoes and cantaloupes in 


1 Europe. English statistics show that 


there has been a large and rapidly 
growing importation of tomatoes into 
that country, the supply sent to Lon- 
don from the Canary islands during 
the first part of this year amounting to 
more than 16,000 tons. The wholesale 
price of this was considerably over 
$1,600,000. Up to a very short time ago 
tomatoes were a luxury in Great 
Britain and none but the rich could 
hope to enjoy them; now, however, 
they have become a common dish on 
the tables of the working classes. In 
Germany, fresh tomatoes bring a very 
high price and are still regarded as 
food for the wealthy alone. Germany is 
supplied mainly by southern France. 

In the German cities cantaloupes are 
even a greater delicacy than pine- 
apples. They sell from 50 cents to $1.50 


rapiece. Some of them .are imported 


from Spain, while others are raised in 
German hot houses, 

Mr. Hanauer compares these prices 
with the very low prices which toma- 
toes and cantaloupes bring at some 
seasons in this country, and asks “Why 
don’t we export fresh vegetables to 
Kurope?”’ 

The question is a pertinent one and 
it would sem to be especially interest- 
ing to southern truck farmers and 
melon growers who possess the great- 
est facilities in both these lines. Mr. 
Hanauer suggests that the growers of 
the Atlantic states shou!d form an ex- 
port association and he believes that 
such an association, if it will send out 
men of mercantile ability who can 
speak German and French, would find 
the European continent. as well as 
England, an excellent market for their 
produce,. He believes, after thorough 
observation, that no country 


compete with us in the export of agrin, 


cultural products were we to adopt the 
mercantile methods of Duropean trad- 
ers.

| Concerning Cars for Colored People. 


Editor Constitution—I feel sure that you will 
not deny space in your paper whén the publica- 
tion of a card may prove a public benefit. 

According to the laws of Georgia accommoda- 
tion for the two races on the railroads shall be 
separate, but equak © 

Of course the accommodations are not equal, 
as anyone can see who simply walks through 
the two apartments, but that is not the chief 
grounds of my complaint at present. 

My work keeps me almost continually on the 
road and it is very seldom the colored people 
are permitted to enjoy the compartment as- 
signed them alone. <A certain class of white 
men persist in sitting and in smoking in 
our car in the very faces of our women, though 
they Know that under the law they have no 
business in there. Not only do they. smoke, 
but in numerous cases I have seen them come 
out of the smoking car into the negro coach to 
drink whisky. 

When the smoking car. as is often the case, 
is ahead of the negro coach, men, going into 
or returning from the smoking car usually pass 
through our car smoking. When, as it some- 
times happens, the newsboy has his headquart- 
ers in our car invariably the men who come 
there to purchase cigars light them in 
coach and give us the benefit of the smoke oe- 
fore leaving. ‘ 

The most objectionable feature connected 
with it is the unpleasantness which is created 
when it is necessary to ask a man to stop 
smoking in the car where the presence cf 
women makes it objeetionable. In some cases 
those who are inclined to do what is right 
even to thase whom they regard as in- 
feriors will either. stop smoking or go 
out of the car, but in the majority of cases 
they refuse to do either and unkind words are 
exchanged and bitterness engendered. These 
are almost daily occurrences. 

Now the law of the state requires that the 
races shall be separate, and it is not a law 
which has been unwillingly thrust upen the 
white people of the state, either. It is wholly 
a white man’s law end it does seem that thoxe 
who made the law, or certainly at whose re« 


quest the law was made, ought to be exemplary 


keepers of the law. 

Through your paper I would like to make this 
suggestion: That those in authority make the 
negroes’ car the last car of the train always. 
Then it will never be necessary for anyone 
except the train officials to enter the car. It 
will never be necessary for anyone to pass 
through. This would prevent unkind words; it 
would prevent bitter feelings; it would prevent 
violations of the law; it would be no extra 
cost to the railroad company; it would incom- 
mode no one, L. B. MAXWELL.

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THE AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
ON CHINESE PROBLEM 
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By Hon. William L. Scruggs. 


Former United States Consul Genera! to 
Canton, China. 


The indications now are that, with re- 
spect to the Chinese question, our g0V- 
ernment will adhere to its time-honored 
traditions. We are to have no “entang- 
ling alliances” with Europe. We covet 
no Chinese territory, and shall acquire 
none. We shall lay claim to no sectionai 
“spheres of influence’ in China. We de- 
sire to maintain the integrity of the an- 
cient empire, and an “open door” to le- 
gitimate competition in trade. We shall 
hold the imperial government responsi- 
ble for recent outrages upon American 
citizens: shall demand adequate, but not 
unreasonable indemnity for the past, and 
proper guarantees for the future. But 
despite the events of June and July last 
and the subsequent presumptions of bad 
faith on the part of the dowager cm- 
press. we should nor forget that under 
the well settled rules of internationai 
law China is still a sovereign state en- 
titled to try and punish its own crimi- 
nals. 

Our official relations with China began 


in 1844 In that year Caleb Cushing bore 
a commission as envoy extraordinary and 


minister plenipotentiary from our govern- , 


ment to that of the ‘Cerestial empire, and 
also a personal jetter from President 
Tvler to the emperor. The missian was 
one of peace and good will. A British 
fleet had bombarded the Chinese coast 
ports, opened five of them to foreign com- 
merce and forced the cession in perpetu 
ity to the island of Hong Kong to the 
British crown. The war thus made upon 
a rich but defenseless nation could not 
be justified by any known code of Chris- 
tian ethics: no one has ever attempted 
to justify it. But as it had resulted in 
opening China to the markets of the 
world we very naturally wanted a share 
of the trade. 

To this ends Mr. Cushing was invested 
with almost discretionary powers. He 
was instructed to assure the emperor of 
our sincere sympathy and friendship; to 
say to him that the United States was 
not in sympathy with England's atti- 
tude; that we wanted no land or butly- 
ing islands, but only a treaty of com- 
merce to place us upon an equal foot- 
ing of competition with other commercial 
nations. 


The treaty which Mr. Cushing nego- 
tiated was in some respects an extraordi- 
nary one. Nothing quite like it had ever 
been known before. It assumed that 
what is called “international law” ap- 
plied only to Christian nations; that Pa- 
gan and Mohammedan states were quito 
beyond its pale, and, therefore, that we 
could not deal with China with an 
equal. It granted to American citizens 
the right of domicile at the open ports, 
but reserved to them what is known as 
“extra territorial privileges.’””’ That is to 
say. American citizens in China were 
to carry with them the laws of their own 
country and to which alone they were to 
be amenable. They were to be inde- 
pendent of the native tribunals. Every 
case in which an American citizen should 
be made the defendant was to be tricd 
by a resident American official under 
American laws, and every case in which 
he should be made the plaintiff was 
to be tried by a “mixed tribunai”’ 
composed of American and Chinese mag- 
istrates. And it contained the usual 
‘‘most favored nation’ clause, whereby 
if. at any time in the future, additional 
privileges should be awarded to the citi- 
zens or subjeets of any other nation, the 
same or equal privileges should become 
the right of American citizens. 


Seventeen years afterwards there was 
another unjustifiable war upon China. 
England and France had bombarded 
other ports and had forced other con- 
cessions. We were very considerately in- 
vited to join the allies in this aggressive 
crusade, but we had the good sense io 
politely decline the invitation. We held 
aloof as neutral spectators. But again, 
when the war was over, when old China 
had been further humiliated and other 
of her ports opened to trade, we appegr- 
ed upon the scene and claimed additional 
rights and privileges, under the “most 
favored nation clause’ of the treaty of 
Is44. We sent a special envoy to the em- 
veror to reassure friendship; to exprcss 
our disapproval of the action and aiti- 
tude of the allied powers, and to ask for 
additional trade privileges. 

A new treaty was negotiated whereby 
American citizens in China and Chinese 
subiects in America were to have full 
right of domicile, imununity from insult 
and a free hand to follow their peaceful 
avocations. 

The obligation was mutual, but 
“extra territorial” feature of the old 
compact was reasserted. Chinamen in 
the United States were to be amenable 
not to their own laws and magistrates, 
Lut to those of their domicile, whereas 
American citizens in China were to be 
amenable only to the laws and tribunais 
of their own country. And there was to 
be. as there had always been (to follow 
closely the language of the treaty) “peace 
between the United States of America 
and the Chinese empire, and between 
their peoples respectively;’’ neither were 
to be molested, “‘insulted or oppressed for 
trifling cause so as to produce estrange- 
ment between them.”’ 

The events that soon followed will 
hardiv justify the claim that we kept 
that promise sacred. For when the Chi- 
on our Pacific coast were 
maltreated by the “hoodlum” element 
and the Chinese minister at Washington 
made complaint, he was courteously re- 
ferred to a local state government for 
redress! He very properly replied that 
China had no “treaty with any one 
of the local state gcvernments.” Even 
in diplomacy it is a poor rule that will 
not work both ways; and later on, when 
the American missionaries complained 
through our legation at Pekin of il) treat- 
ment in one of the interior provinces our 
minister was referred to the provincial 
authorities!

In 1882 congress passed the “exclusion 
act,"’ which provided that from ana after 
ninety days after its date all Chines 
emigration to this country sh uld be 
ea ASN for ten years, and that during 
this Suspension it should be unlawful for 
any Chinese subject, other than an of- 
ficial of the imperial government, to set 
foot upon American soil, or, having al. 
ready come, to remain within our terri- 
tory. 

Of course, this was in open defiance of 
existing treaty stipulations. An interna. 
tional compact, like a private agreement, 
can be amended or annulled only by both 
parties to the contract. True, a new 
treaty had been drafted and submitted to 
the Chinese minister for approval by hig 
government; but before the Pekin author. 
ities had had time to consider it, or, per- 
haps, even to receive it, the senate 
amended it. And then, for the sake of itg 
supposed influence on the elections in 
certain of the Pacific coast states, the aet 
way rushed through congress and signed 
by the president. 

Viewed at this distance of time, and 
in an impartial and non-partisan spirit, 
the act was simply indefensible. That 
it was a gratuitous insult to the Chinese 
government will have to be admitted, and 
I doubt whether there is another nafion 
on earth that would not have promptly 
resented it. 


But if our dealings with China have not 
been always fair and generous, what 
shall we say of her treatment by Eng- 
land, France and Germany? To the latter 
nation, more than to any one other, does 
responsibility attach for the present un- 
happy condition of affairs at Pekin. I 
have space only to instance a few partic- 
ulars: 

On the ist of November, 1897, in the 
province of Shan-Tung, there was a riot, 
in which two German missionaries were 
killed. Germany promptly seized upon 
this as a pretext for what she had long 
contemplated, namely, the seizure and 
occupation of a portion of Chinese terri- 
tory on the coast. 

On the l4th of that month German 
troops were landed at Kiao-Chow and 
‘‘negotiations’’ were entered upon for the 
formal cession to Germany of the land 
she had already forcibly seized and occu- 
pied. On the 6th of March following a 
forced treaty was signed at Pekin where- 
by the whole territory round about the 
great bay of Kiao-Chow was ceded to 
Germany. Subsequently, at the instance 
of German officials, the viceroy of the 
province was deposed and six other high 
magistrates removed. An indemnity of 
$5,000 in money was demanded and paid. 
And in addition to these hard terms, @ 
forced concession was had for two rail- 
roads and for exploiting mines for many 
miles on both sides. 

It is not much wonder that this high 
handed measure should inflame the minds 
of the people against foreigners in gen- 
eral and against Germans in particular. 
So when the three German missionaries 
were attacked by a mob and severely 
beaten, there was little cause for sur- 
prise. And when, by way of retaliation, 
the German commander at Kiao-ChoW 
sent out troops. and burned two Chinese 
villages, the anti-foreign feeling was in- 
tensified. 


Another circumstance added fuel to the 
flames. On the demand of France an 
imperial edict was issued conferrimg upon 
certain French missionaries the rank and 
title of higif civic officials. To the mind 
of a Chinaman this seemed little short of 
sacrilege. To see foreign propagandists 
of a strange religion invested with posls 
tions of équal rank with viceroys and 
taotigs was particularly galling to Chinese 
pride. It was reasoned that these newly 
titled dignitaries would not be slow to use 
their power and influence to undermine 
and destroy the ancient jurisprudence, 
and that this was merely the first step 
toward a radical revolution in the whole 
social and political fabric of the empire. 


It was under these conditions that te 
boxer outrages began which culminated 
in the murder of the German minister and 
the seige of the legations at Pekin. That 
any secret organization should have a@t- 
tained to such power ana influence except 
by the force of public sentiment and by 
the secret connivance of high Chinese 
officials is wholy improbable. But that 
will hardly justify Germany in insisting 
upon the delivery of suspected native of- 
ficials, and their possible trial and execu- 
tion by a foreign military court, as 4 COm- 
dition precedent to peace negotiations. 

The purpose for which Pekin was in- 
vaded by the allied powers has been ae 
compiished; no deciaration of war against 
the empire has been made, Chinese di- 
plomatie representatives at the < apitals 
of those powers are still recognized, OUF 
minister at Pekin has been reseued from 
the mob, and placed in free and opea 
communication with his government, Ue 


Chinese government, through its acered- 
ited representative -.at Washington, has 
disclaimed the acts of the boxers, has 


pledged its faith to make ample repara- 
tion, and to ferret out and punish the 
guilty parties. We must now either @t- 
cept these assurances or go to war with 
China; must either withdraw our military 
force from Pekin or join Germany and 
the other powers in a land-grabbing crue 
sade. Between these alternatives there 
seems to be but one rational chvice. OUF 
military forces should get out of the Cii- 
nese capital as soon as possible.

City and State Elections Occur 
on Different Days 


ENTHUSIASM IS AROUSED 


Big Vote Is Confidently Expected in 
State Election—One County Of- 
fice Contest—County Elec- 
tion Will Be Held on 
October 3d. 


The state election in which the candi- 
dates for state offices and the candidates 
for county offices will be voted for oc- 
curs on Wednesday, October 3d. 

The city election is separate and dlis- 
tinct from @he state election and will 
be held two days later, on Friday, Octo- 
ber 5th. 

Tn some way a great deal of confusion 
on this subject has existed in the minds 
of the public and many have been under 
the impression that the two elections 
were to be held together, on the same 
day. In the state election the regular 
democratic nominees, headed by Allen D. 
Candler for governor, will be opposed by 
the populist nominees for the offices of 
the statehouse, and in a number of coun- 
tiles of the state the county democratic 
nominees are opposed by populists. No 
such opposition exists in Fulton county, 
and the only democratic nominee for 
county office in this county who will be 
antagonized is John R. Wilkinson, the 
regular democratic candidate for ordl- 
nary. He is opposed in the election on 
next Wednesday by the present incum- 
bent. Colonel W. H. Hulsey, who was de- 
feated in the primary and now runs as 


an independent. 
Increased Interest in Election. 

The appeal of the state committee for 
a full vote in the election, October 3d, 
has had its effect in every part of Geor- 
gia and particularly in the large cities, 
vhich are the democratic strongholds. 
The object in bringing out a full vote 
next Wednesday ts twofold. First, the 
state committee desires a majority for 
the democratic ticket that will crush out 
populist opposition by demonstrating its 
utter futilitv. The second and principal 
reason why every democrat who is reg- 
istered should vote is that an overwhelm- 
ing majority for Governor Candler and 
the rest of the ticket will have a good 
effect on democratic chances in all states 
where the result of the national election 
is now doubtful, A majority of 60,000 for 
the state ticket will mean encouragement 
for the cause of Bryan in every part of 
the country.

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CROESUS Is KING OF 
TROTTING STALLIONS 


Boston, September 27.—Cresceus,the king 
of stallions, added a jewel to his crown 
today by winning in five hard-driven 
heats the $20,000 race at the meeting of 
the New England Trotting Breeders’ AS- 
sociation at the Readville track. 

So much of a favorite was the son of 
Robert McGregor before the trial began, 
that the pools were barred against him. 
It looked for two heats as if the great 
stake would be wrested from ihe king 
by that wonderful little trotter, Charley 
Herr, the winner of the Massachusetts 
stake race last year. 

But game as was Charley Herr, his 
strength was not equal to the task, and 
his star set in the third heat, wwen 
Groesus beat him at thewire. Once after 
fhat, in the rourth heat, the Leaington 
horse made a wonderful bid for the race, 
leading to the three-quarters, and then 
being beaten out on the stretch by 
Cresceus, who seemed to have marvelus 
speed just when it meant so much to him. 

Greatest Race in Years. 

The race*as a whole, was undoubiedly 
the greatest ever seen in New England. 
It recalled the stallion event years ago at 
Beacon park, Cambridge, when Neon 
crowned himself by winning a _ $10,0v’ 
purse. The day was perfect for the race, 
and the track, while looking a trifle soft, 
was evidently prime footing. The crowd 
must have been well over the 25,000 mark. 

The heats cf the gréat event were pre- 
ceded by cne and interspersed with other 
heats of the 2:15 pace, which was iinailly 
won by Ituna, and was in itself a fine 
race. 

The horses announced to start in the 
stallion race were Cresceus, owned by 
George H. Ketcham, of Toledo; Charley 
Herr, David Cahill, Lexington, Ky.; Jupes 
T. W. ‘Lawson, of Boston; Arion, Maicoim 
Forbes, Boston; Grattan Boy, R. H. 
Plant, Macon, Ga.; Benton M., B. W. 
Marble, Wilkinsonville, and Lord Vin- 
cent, George F. Todd, Youngstown, O. 

The eighth horse nominated, Idolita, 
owned by Frank Jones, of Portsmouth, 
N. H., was drawn at the last moment, He 
has not started this season, not having 
been fit, and this was the reason for his 
withdrawal today. Interest was added t° 
the race by an early statement from Mr. 
Lawson regarding Jupe. This told the in- 
side history of the purchase from Mr. 
Snell. It concluded with Mr. Lawson's 
opinion that Jupe was not fit to do his 
best, and the owner offered $1,000 to a cer- 
tain charity if Jupe came inside the flag 
in the first heat.

Suffice it to say that 
litthe Was done in the way of school work 
in those schools that sold books during 
the first two days. I would say that if 
the experiment is repeated, it should be 
extended to all schools and not confined 
to any particular number, and that more 
extensive preparations ‘in the way of sup- 
plies should be made than Were }.1ade this 
year. The parents regarded the experi- 
ment successful only when they found 
the ful} Hst of supplies on hand to be got 
that they might be saved the crush which 
always occurs in the book stores. And 
at this point it may not be improper to 
say that greater length of time should 
be given hereafter to pupils to make pur- 
chase of books than has been given here- 
tofore.”’ 

He says that the new plan of examining

ATTEMPT MAY BE MADE TO 
LEAVE NAMES OFF TICKET 


The fact has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the democratic state committee 
that in the election of October 3d it will 
be the policy of election managers in 
severa] counties to leave the names of all 
candidates for circuit judge and solicitor, 
except those of the particular eircuit in 
which the county is located. 

To prevent any such unwarranted ab- 
breviation of the ticket, Chairman F. G. 
duBignon, of the state committee, has ad- 
dressed a communication to the chairman 
of each county committee warning them 
not to drop the name of any candidate 
for judge or solicitor general and sug- 
gesting a plan by which the full ticket 
can be counted and the full vote consoli- 
dated, as the law provides, by noon of the 
day following the election. 

It is within the scope of the election 
next Wednesday, that the qualified voters 
in all counties shall cast their ballots for 
nominees for judge and solicitor of all 
circuits In the state, where nominations 
have been made, to fill vacancies. In 
other words, the judge and solicitor of 
& superior court instead of being elected 
by the legislature, as in years past, 
is to be elected under the new law by the 
vote not only of their own circuit, but 
those of the entire state. This will neces- 
sitate the use of a long ballot. It is 
feared in some counties that all the 
Rhames on the ticket cannot be counted 
by noon of the day following, and this 
fear explains the determination in some 
counties to drop the names of all judges 
and solicitors except those of the nome 
circuit. 

The suggestion offered by Chairman du- 
Bignon to obviate such an irregularity 
is a simple and uniform method four count- 
ing the votes. He suggests that all the 
democratic ballots be placed in one pile: 


all the populist ballots in another, and all 
the scratched ballots in a third pile. It 
will be necessary then to count cnly the 
ballots in each pile without calling cut 
each name to the tally sheet keepers. 
The communication from Chairman 4du- 
Bignon to the various county chairmen, 
touching on this point, is as follows:

ty ts located. The reason given for 
this is that it will be utterly impossible, 
with the whole ticket voted for, to con- 
solidate the vote by 12 o'clock of the day 
after the election, the idea seeming to 
prevail being that every name on each 
ticket would have to be called to the tal- 
ly sheet keepers. To obviate this and 
secure upon the state ticket all the names 
of democratic nominees, let me suggest 
that it will not be necessary, in count- 
ing the votes, to call every name on each 
ticket, and that the ballots can be count- 
ed by placing all the regular democratic 
ballots in one pile, all the populist ballots 
in another, and all the scratched ballots 
in still another. This would require only 
the counting of all the regular ballots, 
and then the scratehed ballots could be 
called and counted. This would be a 
correct and accurate way of arriving at 
the vote, and would require no greater 
time than has heretofore been required in 
doing this work. 

“T earnestly ask that you will see to it 
that a] Ithe nominees of the party, both 
statehouse officers and judges and solic- 
itors, who are to be elected, are placed 
upon the ticket. You can explain the 
method I suggest for counting the votes, 
and there is no reason why any nominee 
should be left off the ticket.

The weather during the past week has 
been most favorable to the interests of 
the farmer, the rains of last week broke 
the protracted drought, greatly improved 
all minor crops and so softened the land 
and added moisture as to allow much 
plowing for fall seeding. The lack of rain 
during the week has been most conducive 
to the picking of cotton, which is monop- 
Olizing the time of all who have not fin- 
ished this branch of work. In many 
fields the cotton has all been picked out, 
while in others about half the staple is 
gatheréd and much has been placed on 
the market. Owing to the advanced 
Stage of this crop vo change in the con- 
it resulted from the recent 
rains except in a few counties where it 
was more or less damaged by rot and 
Sprouting. It is not thought this dam- 
age amounted to very much, as no fur- 
ther mention is made of it this week. A 
good many turnip seed have been sown, 
and some of those sown last week are 
already up. and doing nicely. The early 
sowings did not come up with much reg- 
ularity, and many of those which came 
up were killed out by the hot sun and 
lack of moisture. Potatoes, peas and 
cane have improved as a rule, and pas- 
tures have come out wonderfully. Late 
corn is being gathered; the yield is poor, 
too much shuck is complained of in many 
counties. Large quantities of hay have 
been saved in good condition. Late gar- 
dens have been planted in the southern 
counties. Sorghum making is in progress, 
but the quality and quantity are not Sat- 
isfactery as a rule,

Miss Florence Gear Tells 
of Her Work for Bryan 


Miss Florence Gear, of Sandusky, Ohio, 
has organized Bryan and Stevenson 
clubs in her native city and has. brought 
them into the National Association of 
Demoeratic Clubs. Her labor is said to 
be one of love, and her method of work 
is personal, moral and persuasive. Her 
eloquence and beauty, with the justice of 
her cause, have been accredited to be 
most potent factors In increasing the 
enrolled under the banner of 
democracy. 

In a recent article in The New York 
Journal Miss Gear says: 

“You desire to know how and why I 
conceived the idea of organizing a Bryan 
and Stevenson Club. While I am proba- 
bly no different than oMaer young ladies 
in the matter of reticence when it comes 
to stating the number of summers that I 
have lived, I will confess that were my 
sex in Ohio permitted to vote, I could 
not cast a ballot for Mr. Bryan this year. 
I may be different from other girls, per- 
haps, in the matter of politics, but to me 
democracy, the very principles of the 
faith, has been and is a sort of religion. 
I look upon democracy, especially as ex- 
pounded by the peerless Bryan, as the 
only creed needed to properly govern us 
in our earthly career upon American soil 
—our America, founded by our Nhberty- 
loving forefathers—because it inures jus- 
tice to all alike, a creed inimical to fa- 
vored classes. Consequently I have al- 
ways taken a deep interest in the suc- 
cess of the party and have always want- 
ed to do something to help it along. 

“During a friendly conversation with 
some of my democratic schoolmates, the 
question came up, ‘How can a schoolgirl 
help Bryan?’ Each had a theory. Hay- 
ing noticed the grand work being done 
by Mr. Hearst in the democratic club 
movement, I concluded that I could. help 
Bryan by assisting Mr. Hearst in in- 
creasing the list of clubs for the Nation- 
al Association of Democratic Clubs, for 
I had always been a firm believer in the 
potency of extended organization in any 
line of human endeavor. 

“My idea, therefore, was to go out 
among the voters and see how many I 
could get to join a Bryan club and pledge 
themselves to work and vote for the 
champion of the cause of the common 
people.

‘***We, the undersigned, citizens of Up- 
per Sandusky and vicinity, are opposed 
to imperialism in the United States, and 
will donsent to nothing but the perpetu- 
ity of the.republic. We are also opposed 
to trusts and military expansion, and 
we hereby enroll ourselves as. members 
of the “Upper Sandusky Bryan Club and 
will endeavor to attend every meeting 
thereof, and will use all honorable means 
to secure the election of Bryan and 
Stevenson,’ 

“Armed with this membership roll, I 
started forth, mornings and evenings, be- 
fore and after school hours. The head- 
ing, while brief and to the point, was 
quickly read, and I soon found that [ 
could get signers as rapidly as I could 
approach the voters. Some signed by rea- 
son of friendship to myself and my fath- 
er, but at the same time all signed 
through a desire to aid in the cause in 
which we are so deeply interested. 

“As is usual in such enterprises, I met 
some queer people in my canvass. Some 
who from business reasons would not 
sign anything, refused, while some would 
not sign until the purposes of the club 
were thoroughly explained, but I was sur- 
prised and much gratified with the suc- 
cess accorded me. The most of those to 
whom I went not only gladly signed my 
roll of membership, but urged me to go

ARMY OFFICERS HAVE BEEN DETAILED 


General Miles Orders Three Officers 
of First Artillery To Judge Com- 
petitive Drills Here. 


The headquarters and executive offices 
of the. Southern Interstate fair will be 
removed to Piedmont park this morning. 
In just thirteen days the gates of the 
fair gronds will be open to the public 
and the exhibition will begin. 

LeRov Mittledorfer. of Richmond, the 
well Known decorator, is now itn Atlanta 
with a large force of assistants to begin 
the work of decorating the interiors of 
the several buildings. He will also dec- 
orate their entrances and will supply 
banners and flags to be used on the hun- 
dreds of flag poles of the buildings and 
grounds. 

Captain H. WL. Harris, Captain J. L. 
Chamberlain and Lie@tenant T. N. 
Horn. all of the First artillery, United 
States army, have been detafled by Licu- 
tenant General Miles to act as judges 
for the competitive drills to occur at the 
fair grounds on tober llth and 13th. 
These officers will. also prepare the prb- 
xramme for the drilfs, for which the fair 
association has offered $1,000 in  pre- 
miums. 

The following letter from Secretary 
Martin to Congressman Livingston and 
the instructions sént to the adjutant 
general by General Miles tell the story 
in detail: 

September 20, 1900:.-Hon. L. F. Livingston, 
M. C., Washington, D. G—My Dear Colonel: 
You may have noticed from the Papers that we 
have arranged for quite an extensive military 
programme at the Southern Interstate fair this 
fall. The fair asso¢iation hag offered $1,000 
in premiums for prize drills; coffipany, squad 
and individual. I send you circular letter out- 
lining the general plan. 

The prize drills will be held on Thursday 
and Friday, October I Ith and {2th. On Satur- 
day, the Ith, there will be a review of all 
the military in attendance. General J. C. 
Breckinridge, inspector general, United States 
army, will be here to review the militia. The 
prizes will be delivered by Governor Candler 
after the review. 

At a meeting of our military,committee yes- 
terday it was suggesfed that the most satis- 
factory means of making up the programme and 
judging the contest would be fo have same done 
by United States officers, and it was preferred 
that these officers come from other points than 
the post here for the reason that out of town 
military companies might’ believe that officers 
stationed at the post here would be prejudiced 
in favor of Atlanta companies. 

Colonel Park Woodward and other military 
men present at the meeting yesterday said 
that it was customary for the war department 
to assign officers for duties of this character, 
and I am, therefore, writing to request that 
two or three officers frém Charleston, Pensa- 
cola or some other points in the south where 
officers are located be assigned to judge the 
drilla in Atlanta on tober I!lth and 12th. 
We would like to have Rhese officers assigned 
as early as possible for the reason that wa 
would like to have them prepare the pro- 
gramme in advance. 

If you can secure the assignment of such 
officers, of course they will be the guests of 
the fair committee while in Atlanta, and will 
be shown every possible courtesy by the au- 
thorities here. 

Trusting that you can; without inconventence 
to yourself, take up this matter with the war 
department at once, I bég to remain, with

WHITEHALL CITIZENS KICK 


Are Opposed To Laying Cement Side- 
walk Beyond Bridge. 


THE STREET MAY BE CLOSED 


Asphalt Contractor Requests It—Res- 
olutions Reported on Favorably 
by Street Committee. 


The streets committee of the council 
met yesterday affernoon. and reported fa- 
vorably on two resolutions that were 
recently introduced into the council, and 
heard A. V. Gude, who appeared before 
the body in the interest of the properfy 
owners on Whitehall street, between the 
bridge and the Central railway.

They had a good brick sidewalk, he 
contended, which answered all purposes, 
and it was not necessary to tear it up for 
the purpose of laying a cement sidewalk 
until the asphalt was lald. 

The committee agreed to postpone 
action on the matter until next Mon- 
day, in order that it might confer with 
Councilmen og 4 and Longino, both 
of whom were absent from the meeting 
yesterday. 

T. H. Lasley, president of the Southern 
Paving and Contracting Company, ap- 
peared before the committee and asked 
that he be allowed to close Whiteball 
street for ten days, as the work could be 
completed much sooner if he was given 
this privflege. 

He asked that the street car gpmpany 
be requested to use only one track, and 
by this means not. interfere with the 
rapid completion of the laying of the as- 
phalt. 

The committee promised to look into the 
matter and if practicable comply with 
Mr, Lasley’s request. 

The resol-tion introduced some time 
ago by the residents and property owners 
on Bryan street, between Oakland avenue 
and Grant. street, requesting that the 
council allow them to put down curbing 
and sidewalk without cost to the city, 
was reported favorably. 

A petition was presented to the com- 
mittee by the property owners on English 
avenue, asking that that thoroughfare be 
put in passable condition. The petition 
was reported on favorably.
